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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants rely on one sentence in col. 3:28-30 of Friesen to argue that Friesen does not teach a "shared, 
read-only memory". This is a narrow and inadequate reading and understanding of Friesen. Friesen does state that "the key to the first 
technique is that a number of variables are defined in the program as static variables that can be modified during execution of the 
program". However, this is a broad statement of Friesen because it does not serve to show how Friesen actually l oads a class 
containing the pre-initialized static variable into a shared, read-only memory. When Friesen discusses "static variables that can be 
modified during execution of the program", he is not, actually referring to all static variables, but rather only the itemlDs, quantities, and 
prices associated with selected itemlDs in a shopping cart instance. In other words, in Freisen, "modifying values for static variables" 
can at most amount to the user/client deselecting an item, adding a new item, or changing a quantity of a selected item. Furthermore, 
the client/user cannot modify the itemPrice corresponding to any itemID because all itemPrices and their corresponding itemlDs are 
stored in the cache/database called 'update.txt' (col.9:48-col. 10:46). In the same passage, Friesen discloses preinitializing the static 
variable String to said cache. In col. 19:35-50, Friesen explicitly discloses the Constants.class containing said static variable String. 
Thus, when a client/user is selecting an item, the static variable String (i.e., update.txt cache/database) is accessed and the itemPrice 
corresponding to said item is retrieved. If the client changes/modifies the quantity (also a static variable) of a selected item, then the 
price for the quantified item is also modified. Such modification clearly has no effect on the Constants class nor the static String variable 
contained in said class. Thus, Friesen clearly anticipates "loading the ciass containing the pre-initialized static variable into a shared, 
read-only memory". 
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
